PRESIDENT’S {ARCH 

The Seat of the Federal Government of the thir- 
teen United States being removed to Philadelphia, 
and in honor of the new President Washington, then 
residing at No. 190 High-street, the March, ever 
smce kaown as The President’s March, was com- 
posed by a German Teacher of Music, in this city, 
named Roth, or Roat, designated familiarly by those 
who knew him, as ‘** Old Roat.” He taught those 
ot his pupils who preferred the flute, to give to that 
instrument the additional sound of the drone, while 
playing in imitation of the Seotch Bagpipe. His re- 
sidence was at one time, in that row of houses, 
standing back from Fifth, above Race-street, at the 
ume known as ** ‘The Fourteen Chimnics,” some of 
which are still visible in the rear ground, north 
eastward of Mayer’s Church. In his person he was 
of the middle size and height. iis face was truly 
German in expression; dark gray eyes, and bushy 
eye-brows, roun:! pointed nose, prominent lips, and 

rted chin. He took snuff imu.oderately, having 

is ruffles and vest usually well sprinkled with 
grains ofrappee. He was consideved as eccentric, and 
a kind of drole. He was well known, traditionally, 
at the Sampson & Lion, in Crown-sircet, where it 
seems his company, in the Olden Time, was always 
a welcome addition to the Pewter Pint Customers, 
gathered there, at their Pipes and Beer, while lis- 
tening to his facetious tales and! anecdotes, without 
number, of High Life, about Tov n, and of the Play- 
ers: Nick Hauimond, Miss ‘Cuke, Hodgkinson, 
Mrs. Pownall, and Jack Martin. of the Old ‘Uhea- 
tre, in Southwark. ‘This said |’resident’s March, 
hy Roat, the populsr Songs of Markoe, the City 
Poet, in particular, the one called ** Vhe Taylor 
done over,”? and the beautiful air ot “ Dans Votre 
Lit,” which had been readered popular by its being 
exquisitely sung at the time, by Fools, of the Old 
Anierican Company, were sung and whistled by 
every one who felt freedom (of miud) to wnistle and 
sing. 

During the French Revolutionary enthusiasm, 
which prevailed here from 793 to 97, produced by 
**the wide, the unbounded prospect” of eivil liberty 
in Europe, these pepular pieces were set aside every 
where, DY the new _ ae » Songs of Ci Ira Caramag- 
nole, and the Marseilles Hymn. These latter were 
first sung upon the Stage, by the Old Company, un- 
der Hallam & Henry. Addisct.’s Cato, was ‘got 
up” for the occasion, when they were sung between 
the acts, being joined by the awlienge in full cho- 
rus. Does none remember? 

On the opening of the New Theatre, in Chestnut- 
street, by Wignell & Reinagle, (since burned down) 
they were nightly called for by the audience, to the 
entire exclusion of all other musick, prior to the 
rising of the curtain. Sometimes the chorus would 
be echoed by parcels of the andicace, after the mo- 
dern fashion, of echoing simultaneously, the whack, 
Judy O’ Flannagan, when given by Looney Maciowl- 
ter, inthe Wags of Windsor. The afterward ex- 
ecsses of the Revolutionists in France, Marat, Dan- 
ton, Robespierre and the rest; ihe Gullotine groan- 
ing, night and day, in Paris, under the ponderous 
slide of its bloody axe, and the burnings and plan- 
derings of American Commerce, by French cruizers 
upon the ocean; although borne at the time, almost 
without aloud murmur,and as a kind of necessary sa- 
erifiee in the cause of liberty and the rights of man, 
operated at last, however, with a cooling effect upon 
the flame of excessive gratitude towards our * Au- 
gust Ally,” as expressed in the ‘Theatre, and in 
publick rejoicings. Krom the loud and deafening 
calls from all parts of the houge, for Ci Ira Cara- 
magnole, and the Marseilles Hymn, as usual, they 
dwindled away to some half duzen voices, in the 
Gallery, exercised in disturbing the peace of their 
i iate neighbourhood, amidst the deep silence 
of the crowd below. Finally, one night, as well re- 
membered, the spontaneous, simultaneous, over- 
whelmiog hiss of a whole audience, consigned them 
(theatrically) to total oblivion, feom that time to the 
present. 

Publick opinion having thas released itself sud- 
denly, from a passion for French Revolutionary 
Musick and Song, experienced a vacuum in that 
particular, which was immediately supplied by the 
new, National, American Song of “ Hail Columbia, 
happy Land,” written in °98, by Joseph Hopkinson, 
Esq. of this city, and the measure adapted by him, 
very judiciously, to the almost forgotten President’s 
March. Ever sinee 1798, the song of Hail Colum- 
bia, by Joseph Hopkinson, and the President’s 
March, by Johannes Roat, being indiscriminately 
called for, have become, in a manner, synonimous 
tothe public ear and understanding, when they are 
actually and totally distinct in their origin, as above 
mentioned, 

Mr. Fox, a native of this city, a good actor and a 
most eapital singer in the Incledon style, used to be 
invariably called upon to sing ** Hail Columbia,” to 
the musick of the President’s March. Mrs. Mar- 
shall, one of the original company, brought out by 
Wignell, after being the special favourite of the 
public, and at all times acceptable in Tragedy, Co- 
medy, Opera or Farce: having the most brilliant and 
profitable benefits ofany; for some reason or other, 
she fell, all at onee, from her dizzy height in the 
public favoar, ‘¢xll the world to nothing.”? Her last 
benefit at the Theatre proved a loss—nevertheless, 
the nudience, slender as it was, without reflecting, 
elamoured, as usual, for ** Mr. Fox and Hail Co- 
lumbia.” Mrs. Marshall appeared from the side 
scene, and stepped forward with tears in her eyes. 
She was in person below the middle size of women, 
an arch mischievous cast of countenance, rotund in 
her person, and of the most exquisite symmetry. She 
informed them Mr. Fox had left the house, and of- 
fere’', with their permission, to sing in his stead. — 
Of this they had no intention, and dismissed her with 
no! no! and the most flattering applause. 

Such was the popularity of this song, that very 
frequently has Mr. Gillingham, Leader of the Band, 
been forced to come to a full stop in the foreign 
music he had arranged for the evening, by the deaf- 
cning calls for this mareh, pr song to the march.— 
Givipg a few raps with his bow, by way of signal to 
the Mand, and at the same time as he sat facing the 
east, a kind of side scowl, very unusual with him, he 
would dash away, playing nothing else until the 
rise of the curtain; then, thrust his violin hastily 
away, and disappear below the stage. Ile was re- 
me Pe for his gentlemanly appearance in the or- 
chestra; his fine features, e eomplezivn, and 
snow white powdered hair. While playing he was 
iramovable asa statue, excepting only the motion of 
his right arm, while drawing a long bow, and a 
quick jerk of his left under jaw, outwards, occa- 
sioually, for the purpose of adjusting his violin to 
better advantage, against the shoulder blade. Mr. 
Reinagle, one of the Managers, and a Professor of 
Musick, used to be seen, but only on particular oc- 
casions, seated at the Piano Forte, then standing 
against the stage, in the rear of the band, for the 
purpose merely of touching a few nites solo, by 
way of accompaniment to the silvery tones of Mrs. 
WigneH, as the erazed Ophelia, while singing, 
without other musiék, the ‘* snatches of old tunes,” 
in Hamlet, her mind the while being ‘like sweet 
bells jangled—out of tune and harsh”—or in the 
Song of **1 have a silent sorrow here,” as Mrs. 
Haller. Her pathetic tones and simple melody, at 
such times, were beyond all reach of art in vocal 
or instrumental musick; never failing to bring into 
requisition, the white handkerchiefs, above, below, 
and all around, among the ladies in the dress circle. 
Mr. Reinagle, while thus enjoying the effect of her 
inimitable chant, exhibited to thé audience a head 
not unlike that of Louis the XVI. but divested of 
the simplicity, bushy powdered hair, large high 
forehead, and round full face, illuminated by silver 
mounted spectacle glasses, a pereeptible smirk at 
all times about the mouth, and an extraordinary 
depth of dimple in his cheek, while sitting there 
aod surveying the irritability of Mr. Gillingham, 
the Leader of the Band, on his being obliged to leave 
the musick of Handel and Mozart, and strike off 
into the ‘* President’s Mareh,” composed by Jo- 
hannes Roat, of this city, in days Lang Syne.

CHARACTER OF PALEY. 

* * * It was the Sabine simplicity 
of Paley’s mind, which quite unfitted him 
for being a respecter of persons. ‘The 
pomp, the circumstance, the chivalry of 
rank were lost upon him. He had a touch 
in him of Peter Bell,— 


‘¢ A primrose on the river’s brim, 
A yellow primrose was to him, 
And it was nothing more.” 


When the idea of a king presented itself to 
Paley, it Was merely that of an individual 
invested with great substantial power, to be 
wielded for the benefit of his peopie. Crown 
and sceptre, beef-eaters, state-coaches and 
guardsmen, the trappings, in short, of roy- 
alty, did not enter inaselements. Not that 
he affected contempt of such matters, for 
he knew human nature too well to think 
that they were to be despised; but they were 
not the matters to make any impression on 
his mind: to use an exgraver’s phrase, tliey 
would not bite. He preaches .before the 
judges and grand jury; wigs, trumpets, jave- 
lins, white wands, all vanish at once, and he 
sees nothing before him but a set of fallible 
men, called upon by their country to rule 
with diligence; and he suggests to them the 
true principle, and exhorts them faithfully, 
with all his power. He delivers another ser- 
mon to the younger clergy:—he is nothing 
moved by the gowns, cassocks, and clerical 
apparatus which offer themselves to his 
eye; all he can find is an assembly of 
men of like passions as others, and with 
some temptations of their own, needing ad- 
monition; and admonition he gives them, 
with a hearty good-will not to be mistaken: 
“ Mimic not the vices of higher life; hunt 
not after great acquaintance;”’ “ be sober, 
be chaste;” “keep out of public houses;” 
* Jearn to live alone;”’ “ divide your sermons 
into heads—it may be dispensed with in the 
hands of a mastcr; in your's, the want of it 
will producea bewildered rhapsody.” These 
are very homely maxims, and conveyed in 
very homely phrases, yet there is no as- 
sumption of authority iu it at all, no desire 
to give offence, no acrimony, no suspicion 
of the character of his hearers. It was 
simply the plain speech of a single hearted 
man, earnest in his calling, looking upon 
different stations as merely bringing out dif- 
ferent types of man’s nature, which was radi- 
cally the same in all; and, indeed, making so 
little account of artificial distinctions, that 
whether his congregation were gentle or 
simple, peasants or prebends, city or village, 
| Paley would give them the very same ser- 
mon in the very same words. Let us not 
make him a politician against his will, and 
against the general evidence of his life and 
pursuits. In his serious hours he was occu- 
pied, abundantly occupied, in concerns for 
a clergyman, more appropriate, and for any 
man more weighty. 

‘“‘He never seemed to know,”’’ says his son, 
** that he deserved the name of a politician, and 
would probably have been — amused at: 
the grave attempts made to draw him into, or 
withdraw him from any political bias.’’ 

He would employ himself in his Natural 
Theology, and then gather his peas for dinner, 
very likely gathering some hint for his work at 
the same time. He would converse with his 
classical neighbor, Mr. Yates, or he would reply 
to his invitation that he could not come, for that 
he was busy knitting. He would station himself 
at his garden wall, which overhung the river, 
and watch the progress of a cast-iron bridge in 
building, asking questions of the architect, and 
carefully examining every pin and screw with 
which it was put together. He would loiter 
along a river, with his angle-rod, musing upon 
what he supposed to pass in the mind of a pike 
when he bit, and when he refused to bite; or he 
would stand by the sea-side, and speculate upon 
what a young shrimp could mean by jumping in 
the sun. 

‘* With the handle of his stick in his mouth, he 
would move about his garden in a short hurried 
step, now stopping to contemplate a butterfly, a 
flower, or a snail, and now earnestly engaged in 
some new arrangements of his flower-pots. 

He would take from his own table to his study 
the back-bone of a hare, or a fish’s head; and hi: 
would pull out of his pocket, after a walk, a 
plant or stone to be made tributary to an ar- 
gument. His manuscripts were az motley as his 
occupauions—the workshop of the mind was ever 
on the alert; evidences mixed up with memoran- 
dums for his will; an‘ intereating discussion 
brought to an untimely end by the hiring of ser- 
vants, the letting of fields, sending his boys to 





school, reproying the refractory members of an

hospital; here a dedication, there one of hie chil. 
dren's exercises—in another place a receipt 
for cheap soup. He would amuse his fireside by 
family anecdotes:—how one of his ancestors 
(and he was praised as a pattern of perseve- 
rance) separated two pounds of white and black 
pepper which had been accidentally mixed— 
patiens pulreris, he might truly have added; 
and how, when the Paley arms were wanted, 
recourse was had to a family tankard which was 
supposed to bear them, but which he always 
took a malicious pleasure in insisting had been 
bought at a sale. * area?

ther probable, that, in the ten years commencing 
with the present, the average annual coinage 
will exceed $2,500,000; and that, in some years 
of this period, the amount will be nearly $5,000,- 
000 


The progressive increase, thoegh obvious in 
successive periods of seven or ten years, is by 
no means regular, being disturbed by various 
causes. The present year is an example, during 
@ great part of which, the high price of exchange 
has strongly tended to induce the shipment of 
silver to Europe, in many of those forms under 
which it usually comes to the Mint. The amount 
of coinage for this year will therefore but little 
exceed the average of the last seven years.— 
There are, however, already evident indications 
that this state of thing: is drawing to a close; 
and it would not be remarkable if the pressure 
on the Mint should be unusually great for a few 
years to come. If it should amount to more than 
three millions, the capacity of the Mint is not 
competent to the execution of the amount with- 
out onerous delay, which would occasionally 
extend to four or five months, by which it is ob- 
vious that the policy of inducing bullion to flow 
into the country, in the returns of commerce, by 
the facility of prompt coinage, free of charge, is 
sensibly defeated. 

One facility, dae} to commercial enterprise, 
and which it is beyond our power to afford now, 
merits particular notice. Silver bullion brought 
from certain districts of Spanwh America, is 
known to contain gold in a valuable proportion. 
Application has been made to several houses, 
having extensive chémical laboratories, to in- 
duce them to devote a part of their attention to 
the process of separating it, but without success. 
It must be brought under the cognizance of the 
Mint, if accomplished in this country: in a few 
instances it has been effected to a small extent, 
in the Assayer’s department: but the agent 
which must be employed to effect it, with the 
requisite economy, cannot be used in the large 
way, in any apartment we possess; nor is there 
space at command where a suitable laboratory 
for the p could be constructed: We have, 
therefore, in several instances, seen, with much 
regret, silver bullion of this character withdrawn 
from the vaults of the Mint, and exported to 
France or England, to be sepafated in the re- 
fineries there. 

The draft exhibits the character and location 
of the buildings adjoining the Mint. Few re- 
marks are necessary as to the inexpediency of 
having private dwellings and private cellars ad- 
joining our coining rooms and specie vaults. The 
danger may not be very great, and in fact in- 
tense watchfulness and caution have hitherto 
averted any disaster, and may continue to do so. 

The a is not, however, unworthy of re- 
gard. There is real danger, though it may not 
be imminent; and it is obviously very desirable 

that the Mint should be detached from all con- 
tact with private dwellings. 

I proceed to the inquiry, what improvement 

in the condition, or facilities, and machinery of 
the establishment are considered necessary? 

No repair or rebuilding of the present struc- 

tures would afford an quate improvement. 

The house appropriated to the several offices, 

which ought to be separately accommodated, is 

far too contracted for the purpose, and cannot 

be extended. There is no suitable place for the 

Assayer’s department. A chemical laboratory 

adapted to the process of parting gold and silver, 

is wholly precluded; and the introduction of the 

machinery for effecting coinage by steam power 

is impracticable. 

In order to present a specific plan of an ade- 

quate suit of buildings, the draft No. 2 is offered 

as an example; exhibiting one of the forms in 

which adequate buildings might be arranged, oc- 

cupying the smallest arga which could be deem- 

ed sufficient. ‘This form is selected, not because 

there are no other plans equally eligible, but 

because this may be realized on the present site, 

with the addition of certain adjoining lots. It 

consists of a front edifice, containing the several 

offices and apartments of business connected 

with them, and protecting the vaults, two paral- 

lel ranges of working rooms, and an extensive 

building on the rear, to accommodate additional 

machinery. The whole detached from all the 

adjacent dwellings. 

To construct this establishment on the present 

site of the Mint, would require that the ground 

extending to the fourteen fect alley on the south, 

and to the private court on the north, and em- 
bracing the lot F on the east, should be purcha- 
sed. ‘These, with the ground already occupied 

by the Mint, would form an area 90 feet in front, 
and 150 feet deep, leaving a vacant space of six 
feet on the south. It is believed that these ad- 
ditional lots might be obtained at from twelve 
to fifteen thousand dollars. Not much advan- 
tage could be derived from any of the buildings 
now occupied by the Mint, except No. 3, which 
could be retained, and made to form a part of 
the arrangement delineated. 

The expense of constructing the requisite build- 
ings may be estimated at from 50 to 60 thousand 
dollars. Much would depend on the style of the 
front edifice. it should be in good taste. The 
extent of the appropriation would afford some 
criterion by which to judge of the expectation 
entertained in this regard. ‘The other buildings 
should possess all the advantages of exterior, 
which well adjusted proportions, symmetry, and 
aptitude could exhibit. This is a cheap and en- 
during style of beauty in an editice. 

The question of the style of the principal edi- 
fice is a public concern of some little moment, 
and will claim its due consideration. My spe- 
cial object is an efficient establishment, which 
may accomplish the design of this institution 
with a promptitude commensurate with the ex- 
pectations of the Government and the wants of 
the public. 

To secure this capacity for enlarged opera- 
tions, the new combinations of machinery, devi- 
sed and executed by Mr. Boulton, and ye, in 
some of the mints of Europe, ought to be had in 
view, and space, in a suitable position, eppro- 
priated for its reception and employment at an 
early period. This topic has been the ne 3 
of some preliminary inquires addressed to Mr. 
Boalton in 1827. From his reply, it appears 
that so much of his system of machinery as it 
might be desirable to introduce, would cost about 
£7,000 at Liverpool. 

It is understood that machinery of this de- 
scription, constructed by Mr. Boulton for a Mint 
in South America, is in New York for sale. If 





this should be found adapted to our purpose, it

It would be desirable that the provisions for 
extending the Mint establishment should leave 
&n option to enlirge it on the present site, or on 
a new one, as should be expedient. This 
would, at least, enhance the chances of attain- 
ing the object in view on more favorable terms. 
“te the Committee perceive, in the considera- 

presented, sufficient reasons for an exten- 
sion of the Mind establishment, I beg leave to 
ask that the measure may not be deferred, if 
cticable to accomplish it during this session. 
every department, repairs have been procras- 
tinated, when it has been possible, in the belief, 
that something rfore than repairs would, eventu- 
ally be deemed proper. The roof of our front build- 
ing is in a decayed state, and ought to be re- 
newed, if jf is to be used much longer: the state 
of others of the buildings has been before men- 
tioned; and it is proper to add, that the boiler of 
our steam engine has been in use since 1816, and 
it is not prudent to rely on it much longer. It is 
to be wished, thet when renewed, it should form 
& part of the improved establishment, with a 
proportional enlargement. Up to the present 
time, the power of the mint has been generally 
adequate to the coinage demanded, without vex- 
atious delay. The time cannot be far distant, 
and is probably very near, when the demand will 
exceed its capacity. On the whole, I trust the 
committee will be of the opinion that it will be 
wise to authorize an extension of this establish- 
ment, and expedient to do it now. A considerable 
time must elapse, before any thing can be accom- 
ape effectually. Every step will require to 
taken with studious care, that there may be 
nothing deficient or superfluous. 

The committee will, I hope, excuse the ex- 
pression of some sensitiveness, on account of the 
repulsive aspect which the group of buildings 
appropriated ta the Mint presents. A transient 
odie to this is alone intended. Where I, 
however, to press this consideration with some 
earnestness, I should be sustained by the tenor 
of the remarks made by all the members of Con- 
gress who have visited us—a feeling of concern 
having been a expressed, that an exteri- 
or so unsightly should characterize an institution 
so eminently national.

A paternal system, which has 
its foundation laid in that ennobling princi- 
ple of Religion, the love of Truth, which 
is conducted with unvarying regularity and 
subjected to a constant routine of inspection, 
has rewarded the labours of the society 
with the most happy results. During the

The Secretary of the Navy was direct-

The Secretary, in a letter tothe Speaker, 
dated December 16, 1828, states that the 
principal part of the plan Bas, on mature 
consideration, been found impracticable.-- 
He ad:ds,—“ A careful consileration has 
been given to the resolution, and it has been 
found impracticable, in any view which the 
Department can take of the subject, to unite 
the}propose | establishments for water-rot. 
ting hem and flax to our Navy Yards; and 
therefore a plan for this connexion is not 
and cannot be given. The whole of our 
Navy Yards, with the exception of New- 
York and Pensacola, have recently been ex- 
amined, and plans formed for their future 
improvement, which have received the sanc- 
tion of the Executive, and which would be 
injuriously deranged by any effort to ac- 
complish that object. Nor, indeed, is it 
perceived how it would be practicable to do 
it, if these plans of improvement had not 
been made. If such establishments are to 
be formed, the nature of the labor and the 
circumstances attending it, would require 
that they should be at a distance from, and 
aogether unconnected with, the Navy 
Yards. Health and comfort would demand 
that the two should be separated. ‘The 
buildings to be erected for the reception of 
hemp and flax, the works necessary for rot- 
ting it, in situations such as those of our 
Navy Yards, and the individuals to be em- 
ployed at the labor, are of a character total- 
ly distinct from these now at our Naval es- 
tablishments. ‘They would form new and 
different employments and business. ‘The 
same difficulties occur, and thesame remarks 
are applitable, as regards the manufacture 
of canvass. On the latter part of the resb- 
lution, for manufacturing hemp into cor- 
dage, no difficulty is felt to exist. The 
opinion has heretofore been expressed, that 
establishments for this object ought to be 
connected with one or more of our Navy 
Yards; and adiitional experience has proved 
that it would be wise and ecoaomical to 
erect them without delay. An estimate for 
this purpose is added. A single establish- 
ment, which might be erected with the 
amount estimated, and which should be 
placed either in the Norfolk yard, or noar 
to the one in Washington, would be sufficient 
to stipply all wants of the Navy, and would 
secure us the best possible manufacture.”

We insert the report which Mr. M’Dvr- 
FIX presented, on Monday, in the House of 
Representatives, from the Committee of 
Ways and Means, on the subject of taxing 
sales at auction—with the bill recommended 
by the Committee. 

The Committee are of opinion that, what- 
ever may be the evils of the auction system, 
the remedy belongs, exclusively, to the 
States; and that Coneress has no power to 
act, except with a view to prevent violation 
of the revenue laws. 

The bill yrovides that, at the sale of fo- 
reign goods, by auction, at or near a port 
of entry, the original invoice on which the 
duties were charged, or a «#rtified copy, 
shall be produced; and that schedules con- 
taining the names of the inspector and con- 
signee, with a particular description of the 
goods, &c. shall be printed and made pub- 
lic in the manner pointed out by the bill. 
By the last section certain sales are ex- 


cepted. 


Aware of the deep solicitude which prevades 
a large portion of the commercial community 
on the subject referred to them, the Committee 
have bestowed upon it all the attention which 
this consideration, as well as the intrinsic impor- 
tance and difficulty of the questions presented 
for their decision, so obviously demanded. Seve- 
ral merchants of great respectability and intelli- 
gence, who were in attendance, as delegates, 
from New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and 
Alexandria, appeared before the Committee, and 
stated the results of their experience and obser- 
vation, as to the injurious tendency of selling 
foreign merchandise at auction. They all con- 
curred in the opinion that the existing system of 
auction sales furnishes great facilities for the 
perpetration of frauds upon the community, as 
well as upon the public revenue. 

Whatever may be the frauds and impositions 
coinmitted upon the coinmunity by means of this 
mode of selling merchandise, and however ob- 
vious the expediency of repressing these evils, 
the Committee are unanimously of the opinion 
that the application of the remedy belongs ex- 
clusively to the State Legislatures. The whole 
subjects of contracts and sales falls clearly 
within the province of local legislation. What- 
ever form of sale a State may think proper to 
tolerate, and pre eig be some gs the Tesponsibi- 
lity of sellers may be red by its legislation,

Congress have no power to interpose, unless for 
the purpose of preserving from violation the laws 
of the Cnien, or for carrying into effect the 
powers granted to the Federal Government. 

If, however, sales at auction are the means 
by which frauds are committed upon the reve- 
nue, and if they enable foreigners to enter their 
goods at the custom house at lower rates than 
the same quality and description of goods are 
habitually entered by American merchants, there 
can scarcely be a question, either as to the 
power or the duty of Congress to interpose its 
authority. The remedy, however, should have 
and appropriate and exclusive reference to the 
evil it is designed to correct. 

A tax upon Sales at Auction would neither 
prevent the alleged frauds upon the revenue, 
nor the alleged advantage enjoyed by foreign- 
ers, unless it should amount to a prohibition; 
and, even in that case, it would be of doubtfu 
eficacy. 

As the Committee believe Congress has no 
power to act upon the subject, except with a 
view to preserve the revenue laws from viola- 
tion, they have reported a bill prescribing cer- 
tain regulations of sales of foreiga merchandise 
at auction, which, at the same time that it 
avoids the objections to which other remedies 
would be liable, will, it is hoped, go far to cor- 
rect the evils of which the memoralists com- 
plain. 

A BILL imposi lations on Sales at Auction, for 

the Stel ottention of the Revenue. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives in Congress assembled, That, 
from and after the 3ist day of May next, no sale 
of any goods, wares or merchandise, the growth, 
produce, or manufacture of any foreign place or 
country, shall be made at public auction, within 
any city or town within the United States, 
which, by the laws thereof, has been or may be 
erected into a port of entry, or within twenty 
miles of such city or town, unless the auctioneer, 
or person so selling said goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise, shall, at the time of said sale, exhibit 
the original invoice on which the duties had been 
levied at the Custom-House of the Port into 
which they were imported, or a certified copy of 
said invoice, uader the hand of the Collector of 
said Port, or his Deputy. 

Section 2. 4nd be it further enacted, That, 

from and after the 3ist day of May next, in all 

sales at public auction, of any goods, wares, or 
merchandise, of the growth, produce, or manu- 

facture of any foreign place or country, in any 

city or town which is or may be, by the laws of 
the United States, a port of entry, or within 

twenty miles thereof, the auctioneer, or person 

so selling the same, shall publish, or cause to be 

published, in one or more of the newspapers 

printed in said city or town, forty-eight hours 

immediately before said sale, schedules of said 

goods, wares, or merchandise, containing the 

name or names of the Importer and Consignee, 

with a particular description of said goods, 

wares, or merchandise, with the original marks 

and numbers, and the name or names of the ves- 

sel or vessels in which the same were imported, 

together with the time of importation; and shall 

also exhibit a number of such schedules at the 

time and place of sale. Provided, That if no 

newspaper be printed in such city, town, or 

place, said schedules, either written or printed, 

shall be posted up, for the same number of hours 

before the sale, in three public places within 

said city, town, or place; and in like manner be 

exhibited at the time and place of sale. 

Section 3. And be it further enacted, That any 

auctioneer or other person, who shall, after said 
Sist day of May, fy attempt to sell, at pub- 

lic auction, any goods, wares, or merchandize so 
imported as aforesaid, without having exhibited 

the invoice, or g copy thereof, mentioned ia the 

first section of this act, or without having publish- 

ed the schedule or schedules, according to the 

requisiti-us of the second section of this act, 

shall forfeit and pay, for each and every offence, 

one third of the value of the goods so sold as 

aforesaid. 

Section 4. find be it further enacted, That 

any auctioneer or other person, who shall sell 

after said Sist day of May, any goods, wares, 

or merchandise, the growth, produce, or manu- 

facture’of any foreign place or country, at public 

auction, knowing that the same s, wares, 

or merchandise had been smuggled into any port 

or place within the United States, or any terri- 

tory thereof, or knowing that the same had been 

introduced into the United States, or any terri- 

tory thereof, in evasion of the revenue laws, or 

that the full amount of the duties by law charga- 

ble thereon had not been paid or secured to be 

paid, shall forfeit and pay, for each and every 

offence, the full value of the goods, wares, or 

merchandise, so sold as aforesaid. 

Section 5. And be it further enacted, That it 

shall be the duty of the Collectors of the Customs 

in their respective districts, to prosecute for the 

recovery of any of the penalties or forfeitures 

which inay accrue under this act. And all pen- 
alties and forfeitures which may so accrue or be 

incurred, shall and may be sued for and recover- 
ed in the District Court of the United States for 
the district in which the said penalty or forfeiture 
may accrue or be incurred, in the name of the 
United States, or of the Collector of said district, 
by bill, suit, or information, one moiety thereof 
to the use of the United States, and the other 
to the use of the informer, or person who sues 
for the same. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That the 
provisions of this act shall not be deemed or 
construed to extend to any sale made at auction 
of any property belonging to the estate of — 
citizen of the United States who has deceased, 
nor to any Sheriff’s or other sale under process 
of law, nor to any sale where the same goods, 
wares, and merchandise, had been theretofore 
sold, bona fide at auction, under the forms and 
requisitions of this act. Nor shall the provi- 
sions of this act be deemed or construed to ex- 
tend to the sale of any goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise, from whatever place imported, unless 
the same were, at the time of said importation, 
chargeable with duties under the laws of the 
United States, nor shall the provisions of the 
first section of this act be deemed or construed 
to extend to the selling off at auction of the 
stock of goods of any retail merchant or trader.

CONGRESS. 
From the National Journal of Tuesday. 

In the Senate, yesterday, Mr. Beit presented 
a memorial from sundry inhabitants of New 
Hampshire, praying that the practice of trans- 
porting the mail on Sundays be discontinued. 
Mr. Cnampens introduced a bill providing for 
the final settlement of the claims of several 
States for interest on advances made to the Go- 
vernment during the late War. The Vice Presi- 
dent communicated a letter from the Hon E. 
Bateman, Senator in Congress from the State 
of New Jersey, resigning his seat in the Senate. 
The Vice President presented a letter from the 
Governor of Georgia, transmitting a protest on 
the part of the State. of Georgia, against the 
present Tariff. Mr. Bexsien explained the pur- 
port of the paper, and demanded that it should 
be placed upon record. Some debate took piace 
on Mr. Benrton’s resolutions, and they were 
fiually referred to the Committee on Finance. 

In the House of Representatives, the presenta- 





tion of the petitions occupied nearly an hour.— 
Mr. McDvurrir, from the Committee of Ways 
and Means, reported a bill to impose regulations 
on sales at auction. Mr. Storrs, from the se- 
lect Committee on the Census, reported a bill to 
provide for taking the nih census, or enumera- 
tion of the inhabitants of the United States. The 
House then took up the consideration of the bill 
to authorize the State of Tennessee to issue 
grants and perfect titles, which was made the 
special order for yesterday, and on which the 
discussion was continued by Mr. Lea, Mr. Car- 
son, Mr. Crockett, Mr. Locxsr, and Mr. 
Brarr, but just as the last named gentleman 
had commenced his observations, a motion for 
adjournment prevailed. 

Mr. Mercer presented a memorial from the 
Washington and Ohio Canal Company, stating 
that the President and Directors had ascertained 
that the Canal from Cumberland to Washington 
could be as easily completed in three as in five 
years, and praying for such alteration in the 
laws of the United States as may facilitate that 
object in the shortest time. 

Mr. Weems presented, yesterday, a petition 
praying fer the erection of an Asylum in the city 
of Washington for maniacs. 
Mr. Storrs, from the select Committee on 
the Census, reported a bill to provide for taking 
the fifth census or enumeration of the inhabitants 
of the United States. We understand that the 
Committee have not yet reported on the subject 
of the representative number. 
Mr. Bates, of Missouri, presented memorials 
from the Legislature of that State, praying for 
the passage of laws to authorize the sale of the 
Salt Springs and Lead Mines in Missouri.

The power of the Macdo- 
nalds was universally known; and the Macdou- 
were at one time, little, if at all, inferior; 
ut their connexion with the Cummings induced 
them to support that party in the contest for the 
crown of Scotland, in opposition to Bruce, and 
the issve became fatal to their greatness, al- 
h they continued to retain a vast extent of 
territory for many centuries.
